ing Perſon, and dexterous at "oh Diſpatc of 'Baſineſs) to end ſome 
Controverſies, 5 certain Waggoners, and a Merchant of Pan- 
nora, having made an End of thoſe 112 Irs, he was invited by the Mayor 
to Supper: He gets Leave firſt, to go home to order ſome Buſineſs, 
leaving this Sentence behind him, „It is good to be merry while aue may, 
for Mibiefi grow up faft enough daily 
This Cuntius kept five luſty Geldings in his Stable ; one whereof he 
commanded to be brought out, and bis Shoe being looſe, had him ty'd 
to the next Poſt ; his Maſter, with a Servant, buſied themſelves to take v 
his Leg to look on his Hoof; the Horſe being mad and mettleſome, ſtru 
them both down; but Cuntius received the greateſt Share of the Blow: a 
One that ſtood next by, helped them both up again. Cuntius was no 
ſooner up, and come to himſelf, but he cry'd out, Wo n ne] how db 1 
burn, and am all an Fire ! which he often repeated: But the Parts he 
eomplained of moſt, the Women being put out of the Room, when they 
were ſearched, no Appearance of any Stroke, or Hurt, was found 2 - 
them. To be ſhort, he fell downr; ght fick, and grievouſty afflict | 
Mind, loudly complaining, that his Sins were fuch, the they were Utes.

nor did particularly confeſs them to any. Several Rumours, indeed, there 
were, that once he fold one of his Sons, but when, and to whom, It was 
uncertain; and that he had made a Contract with the Devil, and the like;

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Expectation, rich; and that four Days before this Miſchance, he being

The Night be dy'd, his eldeſt Son watched with him. He gave up 
the Ghoſt about the third Hour of the Night, at which time a black 


Cat, 2 her Nails, ran to his Bed, and did ſo 
atch his Face, and the Bolſter where he lay, as if ſhe 
ed by Force to remove him out of the Place: But the Cat 
afterwards, was ſuddenly gone; and ſhe was no fooner gone, but he 
breathed his laſt. A fair Tale was made to the Paſtor of the Pariſh, and 
the tes of the Town allowing it, he was buried on the Right- 
ſide of the Altar, his Friends paying well for it. No ſooner was Cuntiys 
dead, — ä — which „ there 
being ſuch impetuous Storms of Wind, with Snow, that it made Mens 
Bodies quake, and their Teeth chatter in wer Heads. But ſo ſoon as he 
was interred, of a ſudden, all was calm. 
- He bad nat been dead above a Day or two, but ſeveral Rumours wers 
ſpreadin the Town of a Spiritus Incubus, or Epbialtes, in the Shape of 
untius, that would have forced a Woman. This happened before he 
was buried. After his Burial, the fame Spectre awakened one that was 
flceping in his Dining-Room, faying, I can ſcarce with-bold myſelf from 
beating thee ta death; The Voice was the Voice of Cuntius.

Or if it be found that there are againſt him ſeveral vehement or violent 
Proofs of Hereſy, without any Infamy, or Witneſs. from his own Know- 
ledge. But when theſe, Proofs are vehement, or ſufficient for the Tor- 
ture, is left to the Judge to determine. m M27 ane nen 
However, the Inquiſitors do ſometimes ſhamefully abuſe this Liberty, 
and raſhly proceed to the Torture of innocent Perſons, as: will evidently 
appear by one Inſtance, not to mention more, given us by Gonſalvius. 
At the ſame time almoſt, they apprehended in the Inquiſition at Se- 
« pille, a noble Lady, Joan Boborguia, the Wife of Francis, Farquius, a 


« very eminent Man, and Lord of Higuera, and Daughter of Peter

lAImpriſonment was, that her Siſter, Mary cy cy a young. Lady of

he abjures his Hereſy. | In this Oath he not only ſwears that he holds 
that Faith which the Roman Church believes, but alſo, that he abjures 
every Hereſy that extols itſelf againſt the Holy Roman and Apoſtolick 
Church, and particularly the Hereſy of which he was {lightly ſuſpected, 
naming that Hereſy : And that if he ſhall do any of the aforeſaid Things 
for the future, he willingly ſubmits to the Penalties appointed by Law 
to one who thus abjures, and is ready to undergo every Penance, as well 
for the Things he hath faid and done, as for thoſe concerning which he 
is deſervedly ſuſpected of Hereſy, which they ſhall lay on him, and that 
with all his Power he will- endeavour to fulfil it. After this Abjuration 
the Inquifitor ſays to him, Son, Thou haſt purged away by this Abjura- 
tion the Suſpicion, which, not without Cauſe, we entertained of v 
Henceforth take heed to yourſelf, that you don't fall into this abjured He. 
reh; for alths' if you repent, you would not be delivered over to. the. Se- 

cular Arm, becauſe you have abjured as one ſlightly ſuſpefed only, and not 
vehemently, yet you would be much more ſeverely puniſhed, than if you 
had not abjured, and inſtead of being ſlightly ſuſpected, would become ve- 
hemently jo, and made to abjure as ſuch. And if you ſhould fall again, 
you would ſuffer the Puniſhment due to. relapſed Perſons, and be delivered 
over, without Mercy, to the Secular Court, to be puſttſhed with Death: | 

If he hath not been publickly ſuſpected, he abjures privately after the 
fame Manner in the Epiſcopal Palace, or Inquiſitors Hall. Tis now 
the Cuſtom for ſlightly- ſuſpected Perſons to make all their Abjurations 
in private, whether the Fact be publick or not. Afterwards, he is en- 
join'd Penance for what he hath committed, and upon account of which 


he was thus ſuſpected. ! $0} 7 
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If he is vehemently ſuſpected, he is placed in like Manner upon a 
Scaffold, and after he hath taken his Oath upon the Goſpels, his Abju- 
ration is delivered him in Writing to read before all the People if he 
can. If he can't read, the Notary, or ſome Religious, or Clergyman, 
reads it by Sentences, pauſing between each till the other hath repeated 
it after him, and fo on till the whole Abjuration is gone through. In 
this Abjuration he ſubmits himſelf to the Puniſhments due te Relapſes, 
if he ever after falls into the Hereſy he hath abjured. After the Abju- 
ration is made, the Biſhop admoniſhes him, that if ever hereafter he 
doth, or fays, any Thing by which it can be proved, that he hath fallen 
into the Hereſy he hath abjured, he will be delivered over to the Secu- 
kr Court without Mercy. Then he enjoins him Penance, and com- 
mands him to obſerve it, adding this Threatening, that otherwiſe he 
will become a Relapſe, and may, and ought to be judged as an _ 
nitent. However, ſuſpected Perſons, whether it be ſlightly or vehe- 
mently, are not condemned to wear Croſſes, nor to. perpetual Impriſon- 
ment, becauſe theſe are the Puniſhments of penitent Hereticks ; though 
ſometimes they are ordered to wear for a while the Sambenito, according 
to the Nature of their Offence. - Ordinarily they are enjoin'd to ſtand 
on certain Holidays in the Gates of ſuch and fuch Churches, holding a 
burning Taper of fuch a Weight in their Hands, and to go a certain Pil- 
grimage; ſometimes alſo they are imprifoned for a while, and afterwards.

Gonſalvius gives us ſome Inſtances of theſe Puniſhments. There was 
at Seville a certain poor Man, who daily maintained himfelf and his 
Family by the Sweat of his Brows. A certain Parſon detained his Wife 
from him by Violence, neither the Inquiſition, nor any other Tribunal, 
puniſhing this heinous Injury. As the poor Man was one Day talking 
about Purgatory with ſome other Perſons,” of his own Circumſtances, he 
happened to ſay, rather out of ruſtick Simplicity, than any certain De- 
fign, that he truly had enough of Purgatory already, by the raſcally Par- 
ſon's violently detaining from him his Wife. This Speech was reported 
to the good Parſon, and gave him an Handle to double the yo Man's 
Injury, by accuſing him to the Inquiſitors, as having a falſe Opinion 
concerning Purgatory. And this the Holy Tribunal thought more wor- 
thy of Puniſhment chat the Parſon's Wickedneſs. The poor Wretch was 
ken up for this trifling ch, kept in the Inquiſitors Priſon for two 
' whole Years, and at length being brought in Proceſſion, was condemn- 
ed to wear the Sambenifo for three Years in a private Priſon; and 1 2 
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they were expired, to be diſmiſſed, or kept longer in Priſon, as the Lords 
Inquifitors ſhould think fit. Neither did they ſpare the poor Creature 
any thing of his little Subſtance, tho they did his Wife to the Parſon, 
but adjudged all the Remains of what he had after his long Impriſon- 
ment to the Exchequer of the Inquiſition. ; 
In the ſame Proceſſion there was alſo brought forth a reputable Citi- 
zen of Seville, as being ſuſpected of Lutberaniſin, without his Cloak and 
his Hat, and carrying a Wax Taper in his Hand, after having exhauſted 
his Purſe of 100 Ducats towards the Expences of the Holy Tribunal, 
and a Year's Impriſonment in the Priſon of the Inquiſition, and having 
abjured as one vehemently ſuſpected, only becauſe he was found to have 
faid, that thoſe immoderate Expences, (and on theſe Accounts the Spa- 
 mardsare prodigiouſly extravagant) which were laid out in erecting thoſe 
Paper or Linen Buildings, which the common People corruptly 
call Monuments, to the Honour of Chriſt now in Heaven upon Holy 
Thurſday, and alſo thoſe which were expended on the Feſtival of Corpus 
Chriſti, would be more acceptable to God, if they were laid out upon 
poor Perſons, or in placing out to good Perſons poor Orphan Girls. Twa 
ung Students were added to the Number in that Proceſſion. One becauſe 
had written in his Pocket-Book ſome Verſes made by a nameleſs Au- 
thor, ſo artificially, as that the ſame Words might be interpreted ſo as to 
contain the higheſt Commendation of, or Reflection upon, Luther. U 
on this Account only, after two Years Impriſonment, he was brought 
forth in Proceſſion, without his Hat and Cloak, carrying a Wax Taper, 
after which he was baniſhed for three Years from the whole County of 
Seuille, made to abjure as lightly ſuſpected, and puniſhed with a Fine. 
The other underwent the ſame Cenſure, only for tranſcribing the Verſes 
for their artful Compoſition, excepting only that he commuted his Ba- 
niſhment for 100 Ducats towards the Expences of the Holy Tribunal.

. ., Thoſe who commit heretical and apoſtate Facts, muſt be thus recon- 
ciled according to the Practice received in the Tribunal of the Inquiſi- 
tion. If they voluntarily appear and fay, that they did not believe they 
ought to do ſo, but retained the Faith in their Hearts, then they abjure 
as vehemently ſuſpected, and have other ſalutary Penances enjoined them, 
that they both did fo, and believed that they ought to do ſo, 
then they abjure as formal Hereticks or Apoſtates, and are more grie- 
vouſly puniſhed, eſpecially if they have. committed heretical or apoſtate 
Actions voluntarily, or without being compelled by Fear, or by a flight 
Occaſion of Fear. If they do not appear voluntarily, and yet conteſs 
heretical and apoſtate Actions, but deny the evil Intention, then they 
are to be tortured upon ſuch Intention, that it may be known whe- 
ther they have really believed ſo or not; and if after the legal Torture 
they perſiſt in the Negative, ſaying, they had no ill Intention, then they 
likewiſe abjure as vehemently ſuſpected. As to thoſe who have committed 
ſuch Things thro' grievous Fear, tis determined that tis likely they had 
no evil Intention. But if they confeſs the evil Intention or Error of the 
Mind, then they are compelled to abjure as formal Hereticks or Apoſtates, 
upon their being willing to return to the Unity of the Church, and are 
farther condemned as converted Hereticks to other Puniſhments and Pe- 
nances, which we ſhall hereafter deſcribe. But in order to their being 
more grie vouſly or mildly puniſhed, the Nature of that Fear they were 
under is conſidered, and the Circumſtances of the Perſon offending; as 
whether he was a Vouth or a Man, learned or unſkilful, one of the

In Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory we find two remarkable Forms of Abjuration 
preſcribed to certain famous Doctors by the Church of Rome. The one 
is that of Berengarius, the other that of Ferom of Praguie. 
Berengarius abjured M theſe Words. I Berengarius, an unworthy 
Deacon / the Cbureb of St. Maurice of Angiers, acknowledging the true

But then, agreeable to the Dictates 
of the Goſpel, they took the utmoſt Care not to ſuffer Heretics to be 
puniſhed with Death; and all they deſired was, that they might be ef- 
fectual in reclaiming them from their, Errors, but were not for having 
them put to Death In a State of Impenitence. This they looked upon 
with ſo much Horror, that notwithſtanding the Priſcillaniſts did, of all 
the Heretics, moſt juſtly deſerve Death, yet the Church looked on thoſe 
Biſhops that had accuſed. them to Maximug the Emperor, Who had con- 
demned them to die, as guilty of ſo great a Crime; that the reſt of the Bi- 
ſhops thought it incumbent on them to join no longer with them in Com- 
munion, nor with thoſe: who. did not ſeparate themſelves from them. And
